Later, one John 
Riley, a member of the Market street gang, 
was arrested. It is expected he can be shown 
to have some knowledge of the killing. 
Expect to Catch Every Man. 

In the evening Inspector Schaack called 
a dozen or more of the most astute of his de- 
tectives into a council of war on the case. Of 
course none of them would tell what he did,- 
but as the fly men came out of the r’s 
office looking vastly wise one of them whis- 
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attack. This diagram shows Colliander and 
his friend Ericksen were sitting near the east 
ern wall of the room behind the door and that 


Officer Michels sat in the corner just south of 


them. 

The most of the Swedes in the neighbor- 
hood are still complainmg about the inaction 
of the police at the time of the tragedy. They 
all say when the patrol wagon came none of 
the officers made the slightest attempt to 
take up the trail of the killers, Some of them 
are inclined to ridicule the stories of Officer 
Michels’ bravery in defending the ballot box. 
They say when the attack came the ballot box 
was empty, all the ballots being piled on the 
table for the count. Michels—so the story 
goes—sprawied ingloriously over this empty 
box, encircling it in his protecting arma. As 
corroboration of this story the Swedes point 
to the really peculiar location of the officer’s 
wounds. 

Colliander’s Funeral Sunday Afternoon, 

The funeral of Colliander will be held Sun- 
day at 1:30 p. m. from the St. Ansgarius’ 
Church on Sedgwick street. If is expected 
there will de a remarkable demonstration at 
this funeral. The Marquette club intends to 
show its sympathy by sending a large delega- 
tion. The remains, which were taken to 
Smith’s morgue in Chicago avenue from the 


hospital, lie now in the Swedish Odd-Fellows’ 


Hall at No. 120 Chicago avenue. Interment 
will be at Rosehill. Colliander was a mem- 
ber of the Court Vega and the Svithiod, 
Swedish societies, and these will be repre- 
sented at the funeral. 

Yesterday a rumor went over town that the 
gang had another victim on the dead list of 
its election day work—it was said M. E. Dick- 
son, the Republican challenger who was 
so frightf ully maltreated at the voting place 
at No. 113 Illinois street, had died from 
his injuries. This was not true, but mem- 
bers of the Campaign committee of 
the Marquette club were obliged to 
move the injured man from his 
lodging place, No. 11 North Clark street, for 
fear it would be true in a day or two, for the 
gang was threatening all day yesterday to go 
into the place and finish up poor Dickson, 
who is likely to die from the wounds he al- 
ready has received. This talk of a few of the 
toughs in the neighborhood of the lodging- 
house grew so violent yesterday the Marquette 
club men decided to remove Dickson. 
This was done quietly in the afternoon and 
the somewhat mysterious disappearance of 
the man led some people to believe he had 
deen spirited away by the thugs. He is, how- 
ever, safe in the house of Dr. Montgomery, 
his physician, and he will remain there unless 
his condition grows worse, in which case he 
will be removed to a hospital. 

Marquette Club Means Business. 


The Marquette club is takmg a large and 
lively interest in the welfare of the men hurt 
by the raid of the gang Tuesday and also is 
doing some excellent work in running down 
the rufflans who disgraced the two wards. 
The club has opened down-town headquarters 
in Koom 1114 Ashland Biock and from there 
is vigorously prosecuting its good work of 
pursuing the thugs. Much valuable tes- 
timony has been sent here. The mem- 
bers of the committee which is 
in charge of the work ask that any person 


who has knowledge of any violation of the law

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WATCHING AND WAITING FOR THE SENATORIAL PLUM TO DROP.

those who have an eye on the seat from under 
cover and create a lot of discussion as to pos- 
sible candidates for the place. The feeling 
that a Cook County man should be nomi- 
nated is general among Chicago business- 
men and politicians and a strong and hard 
pull will be made in that direction. Cook 
County will have thirty-five or thirty-six Sen- 
ators and Representatives in the Republican 
caucus, and if they are united will wield a 
strong influence towards the control of the 
nomination. 

George S. Willits, Col. Davis, and William 
E. Mason are already in tne fight, and there is 
a good prospect of others taking a hand in 
the contest. Ald. Martin B. Madden is looked 
upon asan available man, and some of his 
friends are more than anxious for him to un- 
furl his banner. He will not commit him- 
self on the subject. On the contrary he 
rather discourages the discussion, but it is be- 
lieved he might be induced to take his chances 
with the others. He has taken an exceedingly 
active part in the recent campaign, and has 
been a prominent figure in the local and State 
conventions for several years, and has a good 
acquaintance with the State politicians. 

Mayoralty Questions. 

It has generally been regarded that Mr. 
Madden would be a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Mayor. If this is true 
the friends of George B. Swift, it is claimed, 
would naturally be glad to turn in and assist 
the Alderman in any way they could in the 
Senatorial fight. It is believed, however, Mr. 
Madden’s closest political friends prefer to 
see him in the Mayoralty chair and do not 
encourage the Senatorial talk. 

A little bit of gousip floating around Repub- 
lican headquarters yesterday is worthy the re- 
lating, as it may prove of moment in the 
Senatorial contest. According to this item 
of news Messrs. Kochersperger, Pease, Gil- 
bert, Jamieson, and the leaders who con- 
trolled the last Republican County conven- 
tion, have agreed among themselves to do 
their best in the interest of Mr. Madden, as 
the Republican nominee for the Mayor- 
alty of Chicago. This campaign is vir- 
tually on now. George B. Swift, who 
was elected over Hopkins, but was cheated 
out of the office by the Democratic ballot- box 
thieves, will, it is thought, be a candidate for 
renomination. George B. Swift and George 
R. Davis are warm personal friends, and Mr. 
Davis is a candidate for the Senate. Now the 
politicians in and around the Graad Pacific 
are wondering what effect this condition of 
affairs would have on Davis. Jamieson, 
Kochersperger and their friends have a fol- 
lowing among the Republican members of 
the Legislature, and the idea was would they 
give their votes to Davis, or would they try to 
force Davis to let go of Swift, thus assisting 
Madden’s chances materially? 

It is stated on good authority that Col. 
Davis and Mr. Swift are not nearly as ints 
mate as they were a few years ugo, and, so far 
as politics goes, each man is looking out for 
himself. Incidents have occurred recently to 
give color to this report. The Swift people, it 
is claimed, have been considerably worried 
lest Col, Davis would decide to become a can- 
didate for Mayor. Several of Col. Davis’ 
friends believed until he announced himself 
as a candidate for the Senatorial nomination 
that it was the Mayoralty he was after. 

Level-headed politicians, who are not in- 
clined to break the force of the victory just 
achieved, deprecated the lugging into the Sen- 
atorial fight of any such question as the 
Mayorality or, in fact, of any petty issue that 
might cause dissension and lose the Senator- 
ship to Cook County. 

Judge Collins Mentioned. 


Ex-Judge Lorin C. Collins Jr. is another of 
the possibilities. He has not entered the 
contest yet, and has apparently taken no 
steps toward doing so, but be has a large per- 
sonal followmg and would bea prominent 
candidate should he consent to run. He is 
one of the best known men in the State, and 
his personal acquaintance with the politicians 
of the State is such as Would give him a pres- 
tige hard to overcome. He gained a reputa- 
tion as Speaker of the House prior to ‘the 
time be went on the bench. William J.

money. I gave all I had in time, strength, 
and money trymg to eleet a Republican Leg. 
islature, State, and county officers. The Re- 
publican members of the Legislature know 
what each man has done, and Iam contented 
to leave the whole matter in their hands. I 
shall make a careful canvass for the nomina- 
tion. The contest is now between Republic- 
ans, and must be friendly. I shall iudulge in 
no personalities or littleness, and whatever 
the result may be will get ready todo up the 
Democracy again in 1896.”’ 

The politicians hardly know how to sige up 
Col. Davis’ strength, and there is consitlera- 
ble speculation on this matter. It is stated 
on trustworthy sources that the Colonel has 
not been go quiet during the campaign as has 
been supposed. Itis said he has rendered 
material assistance in securing the election of 
several mem bers-elect in the county as well 
as in the State. 

While his headquarters at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel were open yesterday, and a good many 
friends called there to see him, Col. Davis 
did not do much in the way of 
campaign work. He was at his of. 
fice over in the Rand-MecNally Building 
most of the time, closing up a few odds and 
ends yet remaining of World’s Fair matters. 
He said last night, however, he expected to be 
at his headquarters today and remain there 
until the Legislature meets next January. 
Col. Davis had nothing to add to what he was 
quoted yesterday as saying with reference to 
his candidacy. In addition to a large number 
of men who called he received a great many 
telegrams from admirers all over the State 
commending and applauding his action, 


For the Speakership. 


Thomas B. Needles of Nashville, Ill, came 
into the Grand Pacific yesterday morning. 
He has been elected to the House from the 
Forty-second District and will be a promi- 
nent candidate for the Speakership. He said 
as much to a representative of Taz Trisune: 
„My name will be presented to the Republic- 
an House caucus as a candidate far the 
Speakership. I'd like the position and shall 
use all honorable means to get it. I have had 
some legislative experience and if I should be 
eo fortunate as to be elected will discharge 
the duties of the office to the best ot my 
ability.“ 

It has been suggested that your candidacy 
will attract the votes of all Senator Cullom’s 
friends, was suggested. 

»I am in no way tied up on the Senatorship,”’ 
replied Mr. Needles. I have had as much 
as I could do to get elected in my own dis- 
trict, which was Democratic, I have been 
out making speeches in the school- houses in

ANOTHER POSTAL OLERK A THIEF. 


John G. Hanley Arrested at Indianapolis 
with Evidence of Gullit in His Pocket. 

InpranaPotis, Ind., Nov. 8.—[Special.]— 
John G. Hanley, a railway postal clerk run- 
ning between Cincinnati and Chicago on the 
Big Four, was arrested this afternoon as he 
stepped off his car in this city by Postoffice 
Inspector Holmes, who acted under inetruc- 
tions from Postoffice Inspector Vickery of 


Cincinnati. A decoy letter, purporting to 


have been mailed in Alabama and directed to 
the Coming Nation, published at Greensburg, 
was mailed in Cincinnati and failed to reach 
its destination. When was arrested 
the letter was demanded and turned it 
over to the inspector. It contained a silver 
certificate and a Columbian half dollar. Han- 
ley was taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Van Buren, but the examination was 
not concluded last night, and he was sent to 
jail for the night. He lives in Lafayette. 


It had been reported at Tux TU office 


Twenty-third Ward were visited and at every 
one of them the rumor was firmly denied, At 
each of the resorts where inquiry was made 
the barkeeper declared had sucha thing oc- 
curred he surely would have heard it. Many 
of them professed to have seen him during 
the day. The proprietor of one saloon had 
this to say: 

If the police want Jack O'Malley they can 
find him in five minutes. He has made no 
attempt to run away. He is at his home, No. 
84 Superior street, now. As to his having at- 
tempted to commit suicide it is absurd. Why 
should he do that? He is in no danger of arrest 
or further disgrace. The police are laboring 
under the belief thie will soon blow over, 
and as they know that John has a strong pull 
in this ward they do not care to incur his 
displeasure. I don’t like the fellow person- 
ally, but like many another saloonkeeper in 
the ward I realize he has a pull and is a good 
man to stand in with. I suppose it is the 
same way with the police.“ 

Whether the State Senator is alive or 
dead he is hard to catch. The two war- 
rants out against him for shooting a Greek 
waiter and a cabman still remain unsatisfied. 
The constables of Justice Ham burgher’s court 
do not seem to he able to catch the Senator, 
and the police on the case, who are under the 
command of Capt. Gibbons, a cousin of 
O'Malley, are equally unsuccessful. Early 
yesterday morning trace of O'Malley was 
found. At 1:30 o’clock he broke ioose again. 
This was in Driscoll’s saloon, where 
Wednesday morning he had shot Nicholas 
Varalos. According to Varalos’ story, told 
at the Marquette club headquarters, O'Malley 
came into the saloon still quite drunk and 
asked the Greek if he purposed to push the 
prosecution against a State Senator for such 
a little thing as boring a hole in the 
arm of a foreign-born waiter. Varalos 
said he did—and wanted O’Malley punished 
for shooting him. Well,” said O'Malley, 
according to the report of the Greek, “ next 
time I shoot you, I'll make a hole in you 
here,“ and he tapped his forehead. Then he 
went out. Varalos was frightened at this 
threat, and in the afternoon sent his brother 
James to the office of Justice Kersten to ask 
another warrant against O’ Malley for uttering 
threats. Justice Kersten refused to issue the 
warrant, however, unless the person threat- 
ened came before him in person and entered 
complaint. 


BISHOP MATZ OF DENVER RESIGNS. 


Financial Condition of the Diocese Ren- 
dered the Step Necessary. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 8.—[Special. ]—It de- 
veloped tonight that Bishop Matz sent his 
resignation to the Holy See some time last 
month. An answer is expected soon. This 
action was hastened or rather superinduced 
by the financial condition of the diocese, a 
foreclosure on church property being inevi- 
table. The resignation takes the future of the 
church in this part of the country out of the 
uncertain state it has been in for the last five 
years owing to the antagonism of the Bishop 
and the laity. The temporal affairs of the 
church in this diocese are in such a tangle 
that heroic measures were necessary owing to 
a decision of the Catholics they would do 
nothing until another person was placed at 
the head of the church. This antagonism was 
mainly caused by the Bishop’s hatred of the- 
common school system, to which policy the 
members of the church were strongly op 


posed.

“Such are the aims and purpuses of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen.” 

Certainly these objects must be regarded as 
laudable in the highest degree and as deserving 
the approbation and support of every good cit- 
izen. These are indeed practically the same as 
those for which the working people are expressly 
authorized to incorporate themselves by act of 
Congress—the statutory „ pers of such ab- 
jects being. For the purpose of aiding its mem- 
bers to become more skilifal and efficient work- 
ers, the promotion of their general intelligence.

MeNally’s California Fruit Ranch, 


Pasadena Star: By invitati of Mr. A. L. 
Reed we took a delightful drive the other day to 
La Mirada, five miles south of Whittier on the 
Santa Fé road, where Andrew McNally of Chi- 
cago, who has gained fame and fortune in rail- 
road prating. the production of books and maps, 
is making improvements of a most interesting 
and important character on his three full sec- 
tions of land (about 2,000 * His plans em- 
brace the production of an ideal homestead and 
the raising of fruit on an extensive scale. Mr. 

D. Neff of Altadena, son-in-law of Mr. McNally. 
has charge of the improvements. and kindly 
showed us around. The residence is just com- 
pleted. It is a two and a half story structure. 60 
x80 feet in extremes, and is built 
of cement on expanded iron lath, 
the ample veranda with its circular pil- 
lars is cement throughout, even the ceiling be- 
ing of this material. The roof is of tiles and the 
exterior of the building is quite plain. Within 
no consideration of taste or convenience is over- 
looked, The surrounding grounds were last win- 
ter set to almostevery variety of trees and 
shrubs, which are growing most thriftily. The 
depot, located eighty rods south of the house, by 
its uniqueness with the roof, cement walls, and 
ample porches must attract the attention of 
every passenger on this line of road. The plans 
when finished embraco the feature of a beautiful 
flower garden on the depot grounds, Near by is 
an artesian well 441 feet deep that throws a

A man giving the name 
of John Donohue was arrested while attempt- 
ing an exactly similar crime last night.

He 
was forced to put -up his hands and 
was robbed of $22 and his watch. e 
secured this and threatened Conroy 
death if he moved, the man swung himself 
from the train. 

While this was going on the engineer, 
missing Conroy’s signais, thought something 
was wrong and stopped the train. Conroy 

romptly gave chase to the man who had 
his watch and money. Finding himself 
pursued the man fired two shots at 
Conroy and then ran into a policeman. He 
was taken to the Hinman Street Station and 
booked as John Donohue. It is said he was 
formerly a Northwestern railway conductor. 
The police say he vlosely resembles the de- 
scription of man who murdered Sanders, 
and are trying to trace his supposed connec- 
tion with that crime.

Tun Republicans of the North have set a 
new standard for the measurement of majori- 
ties.

These majorities were considered colossal, 
Texas was pointed to with pride when the 
Democrats wanted to talk about something 
big in the way of majorities, and Democrats 
in other States hoped some day their State 
would give a majority like those. The Texas 
majority was looked upon as the record 
breaker. 

But the record is broken again. Four, and 
possibly six, Republican States have gone 
into the business of giving colossal majorities.

Texas no 
longer sets the fashion in majorities. The 
old way of estimating will have to be aban- 
doned. The Republicans are coming Father 
Abrabam a hundred thousand more, and they 
are beginning to come that way in several 
States at once. 


CHICAGO MUST HAVE THE SENATOR. 

Now that the great election is over and the 
battle won by the Republicans in spite of 
the double and twisted Democratic gerry- 
| mander the people are beginning to discuss 
“the filling of the Senatorial vacancy by the 
Legislature this winter, and the names of 
various public men are being discussed in 
connection therewith. 

All that Tun Tarsunz has to say on the sub- 
ject at this time is that the Senatorial candi- 
date should be taken from Cook County.

THE SOLID NORTH. 

How do the Democrats like the idea of a 
solid North? For years they have been boast- 
ing of their solid South—made solid by in- 
timidation, bulldozing, distranchisement, and 
denial of rights to citizenship to a large ele- 
ment of its population. Now they are sud- 
denly confronted with a North which is more 
solid than the South of which they have 
bragged so long, while the whole North, 
with the exception of the moribund State of 
Nevada, stands solidly Republican. The 
border Southern States are beginnmg to 
crumble and break away and significant fis- 
sures are visible even in extreme Southern 
States. Delaware and West Virginia have 
swung clear over into the Republican column 
and Missouri and Maryland are nearly all the 
way in. Kentucky and Tennessee, to whose 
mountain regions freedom fled in 1861 and 
defended herself, have been so disfigured by 
the Republican upheaval that they can 
scarcely be recognized as Democratic any 
longer. They may boast their Georgia, Ar- 
kansas, Florida, and Mississippi with solid 
Democratic Congressional delegations, but 
how about Connecticut, Indiana, Idaho, 
Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, North Dakota, Ore- 
gon, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Vermont, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Wyoming, and Iowa, 
which do not send a single Democrat to the 
House? They may boast of Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Missouri, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
and Virginia with their broken delegations, 
but how about California with its seven, Iiti- 
nois with its twenty-one, Kansas with its 
seven, Massachusetts with its twelve, New 
Jersey with its seven, New York with its 
twenty-nine, Ohio with its nineteen, and 
Pennsylvania with its twenty-nine Congress- 
men? In eleven Southern States Republican- 
ism has made itself felt in this election. How 
about the solid South? 

There was a solid North in 1861. 1862, 
1863, and 1864, when a pretty nearly solid 
South tried to break up the Union and destroy 
the power of the National Government and 
was defeated by the solid North, with Lin- 
coln, Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan at its 
head. Now the solid South has united again 
and attempted to carry its little free trade 
game too far. It has stirred up the North 
somewhat as it was stirred in 1861, and the 
more or less solid South met the compact 
solid North. The result is apparent. The 
North has put down its foot with emphasis. 
It has notified the solid South it will have no 
more schemes to desfroy American industry, 
no more cutting down of the American wage 
scale, no more Coxeyism or Debsism. It has 
buried every free trade conspirator, Southern 
and Northern, out of sight. 


NORTHERS ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN, 

All the twenty-eight counties in Northern 
Illinois, with the solitary exception of Mar. 
shall, rolled up Republican majorities last 
Tuesday, the grand total of their majorities 
for Republican candidates being very nearly 
100,000. This practical unanimity is a re- 
minder of that which prevailed some forty 
years ago. In the old days, before and dur- 
ing the war, the Republican leaders were wont 
to point with pride to the strength of their 
cause in Northern Illinois, Then, little by 
little, here and there, the Republican majori- 
ties in those counties dwindled away, till 
some of them became Democratic and others 
gave but small Republican majorities as com- 
pared with what they used to exhibit. They 
have revived and renewed their strength, as 
shown in the following table of major ities for 
State Treasurer:

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The citation of a few prominent instances 
of radical change may be interesting. There 
is Bureau County, the old home of Owen 
Lovejoy. In other days it used to be noted 
for its big majorities, but they started coal 
mines there. more and more of the workers 
in which voted the Democratic ticket, and the 
Republican majorities grew smaller and 
smaller. In 1892 it amounted to only 369 
for Harrison over the vote for Cleveland, 
while now it has rolledſ up 1,523. There is 
La Salle County, which used always to be 
strongly Republican, but from other causes, 
very much the same as in Bureau, became 
Democratic. Now it bas swung back again, 
and gives a Republican majority of 2.800. 
Jo Daviess County, which actually gave Cleve- 
land a. majority of 100 in 1892, now gives a 
Republican majority of 434 votes, Living- 
ston County, which had run down so low that 
it gave a majority of only 20 votes for Harri- 
son in 1892, now comes to the front with a 
preponderance of 1,050, No change is more 
noticeable than that in Cook County, which 
two years ago gave a majority of 33,000 votes 
for Cleveland, and now shows a balance of 
53,216 votes on the Republican side of the 
account.

CHICAGO VERSUS NEW YORK. 
It is reported that while New York voted 
heavily in favor of consolidation the other 
day Brooklyn cast a small majority against it. 


But there is nothing conclusive about Tues-, 


day’s vote. It was taken simply to serve asa 
guide to the Legislature. Had there been 
heavy majorities in New York aba elsewhere 
against consolidation nothing would be done 
by the next Legislature, but since New York 
favors the scheme and Brooklyn gives only a 
slight majority against it the probabilities 
are that the project will be carried out. 

This will not distress Chicago in the least. 
Having annexed most of her suburbs she has 
no objection to New York annexing hers. 
Then there will be another race for suprem- 
acy. Chicago has won the first one. Her 
population, as the registration showed, is 
greater now than that of New York. There 
can be no more rivalry between the two cities 
until the latter has gathered in Brooklyn and 
other dependencies as a hen gathers her 
chickens under her wings. 

The population in 1890 of the different 
cities and villages it is proposed. to unite was 
three millions. That of Chicago at that time 
was 1,100,000. At this moment the popula- 
tion of the first is 8,400,000 and of the last 
1,650,000. Thus in 1890 the * consolida. 
tion had about three times as many people 
as Chicago, while now it has only twice us 
many. The significance of this fact is appar- 
ent. Itshows the much more rapid growth 
of Chicago, 

‘When the next census is taken in 1900 New 
York and her annexed suburbs will have from 
3,400,000 to 3,500,000, while Chicago will 
have 2,200,000. Then this city will gather 
herself together and will move on with giant 
strides until she has overhauled New York 
and become the secohd largest city in the 
world, Paris, which had a population of 
2,400,000 in 1891, will be left behind and 
w li have todrop to fourth place. If New York 
postpones her consolidation plan too long 
Chicago will get ahead of Paris before New 
York does. 

Of course the annexation of Brooklyn and 
other suburbs will put New York ahead tem- 
porarily, but that is the only way in which 
this city can have any fun with her. Chicago 
is willing to drop to the rear for a time in or- 
der to have the pleasure of forging to the 
front again. She has no objection to playing 
with New York as a cat does witha mouse— 
letting her get a little ways off and then 
pouncing upon her again. Go on with the 
consolidation and let the race begin, or the 
next census will show Cnicago far ahead of 
New. York, and on the heels of — 


ANNEXATION OF CICERO. 

Ao effort was made last year to annex to 
Chicago all of the area of that township 
which now is left outside of the city limits, 
that being a narrow strip of six miles long 
from north to south with a varying width of 
twoanda half to three miles. For various 
reasons, which doubtless seemed good. to 
themselves, the Ciceronians would not come 
ing They are, however, under a law, the con- 
stitutionality of which is open to question, 
trying to force the City of Chicago to supply 
them with water at great expense to our 
municipality. The best thing the Cicero peo- 
ple could do at the election next spring would 
be quietiy to annex themselves to Chicago, 
They labor under particular difficulties in 
running their peculiar mixture of town and 
village governments. They are destitute ofa 
good water supply, which they could easily 
obtain by joining themselves to the big city 
east of them. They have nota sufficiency of 
protection against fire, and are lacking in 
several otifér things which they would get by 


the act and fact of annexation, not the least 


important of which would be a membership 
in our public school system. 

At present Cicero is only a split-up sort of 
a town, anyway, lacking completeness, which 
never can be obtained under present plans. 
At different times, beginning with 1869, 
Chicago has taken in nearly half of the origi- 
nal Town of Cicero and now ought to absorb 
the remainder. The town would make two 
excellent wards, the dividing line running 
east and west between the railroad systems 
that connect it with the business center of 
our city. The junction would be an advan- 
tage to both. The population of Cicero is of 
excellent character. The people there would 
elect good Aldermen to the Council, The 
city needs them, and the Republican party 
would prefer to have their votes on the list of 
city officers as well as on county officials. If 
we took them in they would give a 2,000 ma- 
jority for the Republican ticket, that of this 
week being 1,856. The fact is the city has 
been helped and benefited to a very great ex- 
tent by the annexation of previously exterior 
areas. The absorption of Hyde Park and 
Lake View may be instanced as having been 
the means of keeping the city from being 
ruled absolutely by a junior Tammany, and 
the vote of Cicero may be expected equally to 
be cast in favor of good government, 


THE JAPANESE AND FORMOSA. 

The Japanese are variously discussing the 
terms for peace asked for by China. Some 
want an immense indemnity, others the sur- 
render of all the Chinese warships, arms, and 
ammunition, and still others the surrender of 
Shanghai and its customs revenue. Nearly 
all the Japanese, however, favor the surren- 
der of the Island of Formosa. It is not re- 
markable that the Japanese should look 
upon that island with longing eyes. It has an 
area of about 15,000 square miles and be- 
tween 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 population. 
The western portion of itis very fertile. It 
has a wide range of products and plenty of 
coal and wood, besides sulphur and salt. It 
exports rice, sugar, beans, sulphur, camphor, 
and timber. Its importance has long been 
recognized by European powers, and as long 
ago as 1852 Commodore Perry called the at- 
tention of this government to it. France, in- 
deed, tried to take it in one of her China 
wars, but did not succeed, though she learned 
enough about it to know its great value. 

It possibly would not be a hardship 
in some respecte for China to lose 
Formosa, as she has been in almost 
constant warfare with its people to 
keep possession of it, and its pirates have 
preyed upon her commerce for time imme.

In 1858, 
when Morgan was elected Governor by the 
Republicans by 17,000 majority, there was a 
Democratic majority of 20,000 in this city 
and 5,000 in Kings. So also in 1864, when 
Fenton was elected Governor by nearly 
9,000 majority, the Democratic majority in 
this city was 37,000 and in Kings 4,000, and 
when he was reélected by over 13,000 ma- 
jority in 1866 the Democratic majority in 
this vity was 47,000 and in Kings 10.000.

Even Maynard had 31,000 majority here, 
while losing the State by over 100,000. Now 
Hill barely carries New York and loses Kings 
by 25,000, 

Hoard of Aldermen, Too. 

There is an interesting feature in this elec- 
tion in the returns made to the Municipal 
Assembly of New York—that is, its Board of 
Aldermen. The result has simply paralyzed 
the old-time offivia! barnacles who have long 
ago learned to believe that nothing could ever 
dislodge the Tammany heeler, saloonkeeper, 
and gambler from the Aldermanic seats. I: 
is finally settled the Board of Aldermen is to 
be anti-Tammany. The official count today 
shows that Tammany has lost one of the 
three districts in dispute, ail of which it 

hoped to carry. The ‘majorities in the 
Aldermanic districts were very small, bein 
as low as 25 in one instance. In Niat 
District a tie vote is reported but not estab- 
lished. The board now stands: Republicans, 
18; Tammany, 12. The present board is: 
Tammany, 30; Republicaus, O0. The new 
board will have only nine faces seen in the 
oid—Brown, Noonan, Tait, Oakley, Murphy, 
Wund, Lantry, Burke, and- Brien. Twenty- 
two out of the thirty were up for reéiection. 
It is almost a brand new board ahd it is the 
first Republican Board of Aldermen ever 
elected in New York City. So it is a curious 
and r! board in every way. The 
President of board also is outside the 
Tammany pale, being a Grace (or State) 
Democrat and warranted to work with the

The City Charter. 
The people of New York are going to have 
the change they voted for just as soon aa the 
Legisiature convenes. The question now be- 


ing discussed by the leaders is how reform . 


can be effect for the best interests of all 
concerned. It is conceded by all authorities 
on municipal law that the charter of New 
York City is one of the best instruments of 
the kind for a government like ours. 
The trouble has been it was never en- 
forced by the Tammany rulers and nearly 
always evaded. Most of the provisions 
have been dead letters on the statute books. 
It the law was an obstruction in the way of a 
Tammany scheme for jobbery and plunder a 
pliant Legislature usually removed the ob- 
stacle by passing a bad bill nullifying a good 
law and a subservient Governor was always 
ready toapprove the outrage. Opinions of 
such constitutional authorities as Mr. Choate 
and Mr. Root favor the retention of the plain 
provisions of the city charter, which are in 
the interest of good government, the repeal 
of portions inimical thereto, and the substitu- 
tion of such amendments as may be required. 

To begin with it is proposed to passa 
Mayor’s power of removal bill, so that he can 
appoint heads of departments who wil) work 
hand-in-hana with him for reform.

The various Commis- 
sioners and departments have been so Tam- 
manyized that unless a change is made the 
Mayor will be a mere figure-head. There are 
between 15.000 and 16,000 offices under. the 
dontrol of Tammany, with salaries rauging all 
the way from $30a month to $25,000 a 
year. Ali of these, except the places in the 
Controller’s office, the District Attorney, 
County Clerk, Register, and the Courts of 
Record, aggregatmg not more than 1,000 
employés, undouotedly will be taken from 
Tammany by legislative action. 

Rapid Transit. 

But this is not all. The heaviest blow of 
Tammany is the 9 ot the rapid transit 
and greater New York propositions. The 
construction of the underground road will be 
under direct eontrol of the incoming admin- 
istration. Between $50,000,000 and 875, 
000,000 will be expended on this vast work. 
None of the money will pass through Tarn- 
many hands, for some time to come, at least, 
and all the patronage connected with the im- 
provements, thousands upon thousands of 
good places, will be used to strengthen the 
anti-Tammany ranks. If the peopleare of the 
saine opinion as last Tuesday, when the Metro- 
politan district is consolidated into one great 
New York, Tammany will be left out in the 
cold again. 

So far as known at the present time all the 
proposed amendments to the Constitution 
have been adopted.

use of public money in aid of 
sectarian schools; (3) the abolition of 
the long standing abuse of the 
naturalization laws by a requirement that an 
alien must be a citizen for ninety days before 
voting, instead of ten, which will effectually 
stop the rush for papers just before election; 
(4) forbidding the issue of passes and franks 
by railroad, telegraph, or telephone compa- 
nies to public officers. for which the offend- 
ing official shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall forfeit his office at the 
suit of the Attorney-General.”’

EXPLAINS THE BALTIMORE PLAN. 


J. J. F. Odell Talks Fiaance to the 
ents’ Political Economy Clab. 
J. J. P. Odell, President of the Union Na- 
tional Bank, addressed the Political Economy 
club of the University of Chicago last night 
on the Baltimore Pian of National Bank 
Circulation. Mr. Odell rather favored

But here ono is talking of an incident when the 
fair Viola was the main subject. Yet one weuld 
not advise a friend who could see Miss Rehan in 
only one part to witness ber Viola. 
greatest Shakspegrean part is her Katharine in 
“Taming of the Shrew,” for in one important 
respect the part of Viola does injustice to ber. 
To show this actress off to the best advantage 
she must be seen in the full robes of woman- 
hood. She is so superb a woman 
she cannot make .an ideally pretty boy. 
This is a compliment to her, not a censure. She 
is much lovelier in that front scene of Twelfth 
Night’ when she comes in her woman's gown 
from the sea than when a few moments later she 
puts on the rich garb of the Duke Orsino's page. 
So sumptuous a physique as hers is not properly 
set off in any masculine attiro. 

Hereis another point: No young gallant of 
Illyra could look at Cesario, as she calls herself, 
without seeing that she was a woman. Other- 
wise he would be blind. One is never satisfied. 
with Miss Rehan in Cesario until the third act, 
when her costume takes on a deeper Oriental 
richness, and her elocution has flattered one so 
that one is impervious to the logic of her 
contour. 

It seems to one, moreover, that Mias Reban 
makes Viola sadder in the first two acts than the 
poet warrants. Sentimentality came a couple of 
years later than the Shakspearean era, but in- 
stead of it was a white poetic ideality of which 
Shakspeare's Viola was the fairest realization. 
Of course Viola spoke some of the sweetest and 
saddest lines that ever fell from the lips of 
woman, but they were free of what we moderns 
call sentimentality. 

Though one thinks Miss Rehan's earlier Viola 
is too pensive, too depressed, one regards it as 
most beautiful in point of elocution. The rhythm 
was always delicious; the “Build me a willow 
cabin speech was delicious; yet it was not ad- 
dressed to the Countess Olivia—it was to the 
audience. Shakspeare put just a suspicion of 
raillery into it; he made Viola exercise her fancy ; 
Mies Rehan preferred to exercise solely the sen- 
timent. The Viola of Miss Rehan in the earlier 
acts is too sentimental a woman for so superfi- 
cial a man as the Duke Orsino. 

From the rise of the third curtain to the end 
the conception of the heroine strikes one as _per- 
fect—as the execution is throughout. The act- 
ress is delicate in that trying line when she con- 
fesses herself as sick for a beard. Would not 
the too serious construction of the earlier scenes 
make the very speaking of this line impossible? 
“Your servant's servant is your servant, mad- 
ame —the speaking of these chivalrous and 
courteous speeches could not be ex 

Asfor the comedy including the duel it was 
exquisite. Truly the heavens rained odors” in 
her elocution, to borrow a metaphor from her 
own lines. 

There were liberties taken with the play; but 
one does not mention this for purposes of ani- 
madversion. There was reason for what was 
cut out of the play or transposed ; 
and one may say of Mr. Daly. as 
Dr. Johnson said of Goldsmith: He touched 
nothing which he did not adora.” The comody 
was given at times an operatic air; but beneath 
its fripperies pulsed che heart of its poetry. The 
serenade scene at the end of the fourth act was 
not Shakspearean; but it was so lovely 
that it should have been Shakepoarean. 

Mr. George Clarke's Malvolic was exceedingly 
respectable—as it was two years ago—matter-of- 
fact, without a gleam of imagination. but sound, 
thorough, consistent. Malvolio's face, with the 
modern mustache, was unnecessarily commo n- 

lace. Why not borrow a suggestion from Irving 

giving it a touch of the hidalgo. or of any- 
thing else medieval, or smacking of the renais- 
sance? Miss Sybil Carlisle was a passive 
Countess; one can hardly echo Cesario's words 
“excellentiy done. Miss Lily Post was a 
sly Maria, but she did not sound the depths of 
humor in the part. Mr. Sydney Herbert could 
hardiv be blamed becauss he could not make 
his Sebastian the counterpart of Viola. He 
could not be expected to do impossibilities. Mr. 
John Craig saw more of the luxuriousness than 
he saw of the poetry of Orsino. Mr. Hobert Bos- 
worth’s Sea Captain was picturesque, and the 
Antonio of Mr, Charles Wheatidigh was repose- 
ful. 

One little girl in the first scene in. Orsino’s 
Palace thougbt that she was doing a “ living 
picture act and nearly hypnotized herself by 
gazing at the footiights. 

The music was much admired and reflected 
much credit on Mr. Henry Widmer. The excel- 
lence of the music recalls a conversation heard 
after the Daly performance of Twelfth Night 
when it vas done at Hooley’s two years ago. 

“How did you like it?” said one youthful 
playgoer to another. 

O. very much. said the other. “I liked the 
music very much, but I don’t think much of the 


libretto.”

WIND ETT ON FEDERAL INTERVENTION. 


Holds the President Had Right to Inter- 
fere in the Recent Strike. 

Gen. Miles, with Col. Gilman and Capt. 
Higgins of his staff, Col. Crofton and Lieut. 
Smiley of Fort Sheridan were guests of the 
Lawyers’ club last night and listened toa 
paper by Arthur Windett on Federal Inter- 
vention, which discussed the power 
of the General Government and its 
right to interfere in the repression 
of strikes. The author maintained that an 
act which threatened the existence of the 
country and the perpetuation of the govern- 
ment was treason and it was not necessary 
that the Constitution should name the various 
forms of internecine trouble in order to 
authorize the President to interfere. The 
sition of the defenders of the Debs strike, 
that the National Government exceeded its 
powers because the Constitution was silenton 
the question of strikes, wasanuntenabie one. 
The rai:roads, he held, were as mucha part 
of the government as though they were re- 
corded in the archivesat Washington. Their 
stoppage” by any set of men, by any kind of 
force, was to stop the business of the country. 
It was not necessary when the railroads of 
Illinois are closed by the acts of some people 
in the State that the President should wait 
for the call of the Governor of the 
State to interfere to the protection of proper- 
ty. The right of the President to interfere 
was lodged in the principle that this was a 
Nation and the duty of its officers was to pre- 
serve it.

House. There was a severe storm Monday, 
and the chiily weather helped develop Kelly’s 
sickness into pneumonia, and be was re- 
moved to the hospital Tuesday and began to 
sink rapidly, with brief rallying periods. This 
afternoon the last sacraments of the church 
were administered by Father Hickey of St. 
James’ Church. Kelly rallied a little, recog- 
nized his friends, and then sank into a stupor, 
from which he was “called, out for the last 
time. 


Kelly’s Hall- Playing Career. 
Kelly's career began with the Haymakers of 
Troy in 1873. With them he played right 
field two years. His first professional engage- 
ment was in 1876 and 1877 with the Olym- 
In 1878 he was a member 
of the Buckeyes of Columbus, 0, Then 
he went to the Cincinnati league 
team. The Chicago team engaged him 
2 1880 and for six seasons he 
ed with that club. In 1887 Kelly was 
— to Boston. agg was with the Bostons 
till 1890, when he joined the Players’ League. 
In 1891 he captained the Cincinnati Associa- 
tion team, Then he returned to the Boston 
Reds and later became a member of the Bos- 
ton League team. He joined the New Yorks 
in 1893, This year he managed the Allen- 

town, Pu., and Youkers, N. V., teams. 
Mike Kelly first became famous as right 

fielder of the Cincinnati Reds of 1879. 
From:Cinciéinati he came to Chica in 
1880 and played in right field and as change 
catcher for the greatest team the country had 
seen. It won the champlonshin in 1880, 
1881, 1882, 1885, and 1886, Under Anson 
in those days were: Flint, Corcoran, Larkin, 


Goldsmith, Dalrymple, Gore, Pfeffer, Will- 4 h 


iamson, Tom Burns, all in their prime. 
The team was a popular idol in and out of 
Chicago, and ma ide a great 2 of money. 
From Chicago Kelly was sold to the Bostons 
in 1887, and when the brotherhood move- 
ment of 1890 turned up he went with his fel- 
lows, and was manager and Captain of the 
Boston Brotherhood team. 

When the Players’ League fell to pieces 
Kelly returned to the Cincinnati club, and the 
next year to Boston. He and ( ouant of the 
Triumvirs were always great friends, Steady 
dissipation had taken the edge off Kelly's abil- 
ity, and this season he was not wanted by the 
league, and, backed by A, I.. Johnson, an old 
friend, played a team of league castoffs, 
which he called The T ving, at Allentown, 
Pa., und later, at Yonkers, N. X. 

In his prime Kelly was one of the greatest 
of ball players. He was one of the best of 
batsmen, the originator of the modern 
dashing style of baserunning, a really great 
catcher, full of winnmg tricks and devices, 
and a splendid thrower. As an _ outfielder 
Kelly was never first- class. But he was 
always in ame, ready to take any 
ebance to win, and of great value to a team. 

Kelly and Jin McCormick—the once great 


itcher—both graduated in bageball from the 


terson, N. J., lots. Kelly was a look - 
ing, stal wart fellow, witty, free living, and 
reckless in money matters. His wife, as 
goer -natured as himself, steadied Kel a great 
deal. 
Kel Had Ne Business Ability. 

Mike Kelly had no business ability. 
When managing the Bostons his accounts 
were curiosities. The writer recalls 
running against Miko ono spring 
morning in the corridor of the Bay State 
House at Worcester, Mass, He was wrestling 
with a small aceount book anda big car- 
penter’s pencil. To a What's on, Mike?” 
Kel answered Te talaga * This bookkeep- 
ing’s hell, me PL: 

Kelly will ardly ever be forgotten 
while baseball ie played in Amer- 
ica, There was no more popular 
ball plaver in Chicago than Kelly, and 0 r 
leaving the team he always hankered to 
turn to it. Though restive of Auson's con- 
trol Mike respected the old man's sterling 
qualities and the old man reciprocated. Kelly 
had won him many games. When he, Cor- 
coran, Goldsmith, and Williamson—Mike’s 
especial crony—were on the old Chicago team 
it was jolly ail night and play good ball, too, 
Many a gambler lost a big bet after seemg 
Mike and Corcoran with convivial spirits 
when the sun rose, 

In 1886 a wise knot in Cleveland madea 
big pool to back the Clevelands against Chi- 
cago because Corcoran and Kelly had gone to 
the Weddell House as drunk as lords as the 
sun was coming up. Then Chicago pitchers 
worked in turn, and it was Corcoran’s tura 
that afternoon. In the game Corcoran shut 
the Clevelands out, and not a base hit 
did its men get. Chicago didn’t 
make many, and got but one run. 
Kelly drove it in, Of the old team Kelly is 
the fourth to die. Ned Williamson passed 
away last winter and Terry Larkin and 
Frank Flint two years ago. Only Anson and 
Pfeffer are piaying ball, 

Kel'’s Old Clubmates’ Sorrow. 

Anson, Wilmot, and Pfeffer spoke of Kel 
last night. Anson seemed almost broken- 
hearted over Kelly’s death. 

„ Kelly was a general on the diamond, a 
born humorist, and an agreeable compan- 
ion,“ said the old Captain. 

„As a batter and base-runner, Mike had few 
equals. and no man was ever of more value 
behind the bat. Contrary to the general opin- 
ion, he was not a hard man to get along with, 
and I would willingly have had him on the 
Chicago team at any time.’ 

I never played with Reus said Wilmot, 
„ but I have often admired his skill, while he 
always impressed me us u kindly, free heart- 
ed, and whole souled gentieman.”’ 

„I have pia'yed for years with and against 
Mike Kelly,’ said Pfeffer. “ He was a great 
catcher, a winning ball player, and a jester of 
rich and unrivaled humor. 

„Off the field he was a jovial spendthrift 
and a kindly pleasant fellow with all. 

“IT can’t say much, seid Jimmy Ryan.

MAY STRIKE AGAINST DALZELL. 


Spring Valley Miners Say the Superintend- 
ent Discharges Political Opnonents. 

Spame Vanier, III., Nov. 8.—[Special.}]— 
The miners of this city have been working 
ever since the settlement on the Columbus 
scale prices in August, but now it begins to 
look as if another strike is imminent. . S. M. 
Dalzeli, the General Manager, takes a hand in 
local politics, and while he has never been 
successful he generally puts a municipal 
ticket in the field every spring.

Electric Tooth Palling. ) 


Trials have been made at London, says La Na- 
ture, with a new apparatus for the extraction of 
teeth by electricity. It consists in an induction 
coil of extremely fine wire, having an interrupter 
that can vibrate at the rate of 450 times a sec- 
ond. The patient sits in the traditional arm- 
chair and takes the negative electrode in bis left 
hand, and the positive in his right.

The extractor is then put in circuit and fastened 
on the tooth, which under the action of the vi- 
brations is loosened at ouce.

ACKERMAN AND THE FINANCE MEN. 


City: Council Committee Will Discuss the 
Controller“ Ordinances Today. 

Just what the Council Finance committee 
will do at its meeting this afternoon with 
Controller Ackerman’s ordinance providing 
that warrants may be issued against and in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes levied 
for 1894 to the extent of 75 per cent of the 
total amount of the levy is not known. This 
ordinance, together with the one authorizing 
a compensation not to exceed an amount equal 
to interest at the rate of 6 per cent per annum, 
will be before the committee today. Both 
ordinances were sent to the Council Wednes- 
day evenmg. Some of the Aldermen are 
strongly opposed to the passage of the ordi- 
nances And claim the relief they afford will 
only be temporary, and say the next adminis- 
tration will have to carry the burden caused 
by such action at this time. They contend 
the only thing to do is for the administration 
to practice a severe economy. It is also 
claimed the Council has no authority to pass 
the interest rate ordinance. Ald. Mann had 
this to say regarding the matter yesterday: 

The city has no right to pay interest on 
any warrants. The Supreme Court has de- 
cided in several cases that the only purpose 
for which a warrant can be issued is to pay 
for labor or supplies, and in such case the 
warrant cannot bear interest. The 
city cannot incur any new indebt- 
edness, neither directly nor indi- 
rectly, by issuing warrans to banks 
or otherwise, and if any of the banks loan 
money to the city any citizen can enjoin the 
city from paying back the money. The Su- 
preme Court has repeatedly decided these 
questions in this way. 

“I do not see what the city can do now, ex- 
cept to return to the old method of issu- 
ing scrip in payment for labor and ma- 
terial. This has been brought about 
by the present grossly extravagant 
and inefficient administration. It any war- 
rants are issued at all they can only be issued 
up to the limit of the appropriation bill of 
1894, and that appropriation has been almost 
exhausted already. ‘The city cannot issue 
warrants legally to the limit of the 1894 tax 
‘avy, as proposed by Controller Ackerman’s 
ordinances. 

For several years the city has been run- 
ning on a cash basis, but if these ordinances 
are passed it will make the next administra- 
tion rely wholly on paying biils in scrip and 
3 that administration from paying cash 

or anything 

It is — it is the administration’s 
intention to cut expenses in every way pos- 
sible, and the claim is made that the total 


amount of money expended thus far this year 


is over $800,000 less than the corresponding 
period last year.

The fact that it comes 80 soon after 
election, he said, has nothing todo with the 
cause, 

Mayor Hopkins said yesterday the action of 
the Council in sending the finance ordinance 
to a committee instead of passing it would 
still further delay the payment of October 
pay-rolls and will probably operate against 
an agreement with bankers for the relief of 
the city.

The actual dis- 
tances in miles will be earth from sun 92,. 
000,000, Mercury from sun 20,000,000, 
Mercury from earth 63,000,000 miles. 


What Telescopes to Use. 


With telescopes of moderate power about 
the only observations likely to be of value 
will de those of times of beginning and end 
of the pheaomenon, these for the purpose of 
furnishing a possible correction to the tables 
from which are computed the positions of the 
planet at different times.
